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tainly the oddeft Jumble of Greek and Latin, 
Senie and Nonfenie, Lies to no Purpofe, and 
Traths without Meaning, that ever employ'd 
the Prefs, _or difturbed the Publick, from the 
Begining of this Sort of Writing, unto this Day, 
To anfwer a Thing that has not either Matrer 
or Method, is impotfible ; to remark on fome of 
the Paffages therein, is all that lies in my Power ; 
this is what I fhall take the Liberty of doing, for 
the fake of fome charitable People, who are 
good-natur'd enough to believe there muft be 
fomething in that Paper, though they have not 
Senfe enough to find it our. 


In the firft Place, I infift upon ir, that the 
Author of this Paper ought to have given us the 
Paflage from Athenaus, about which he talks ‘o 
Incomprehenfibly ; it is very true, he aliudes to 
it as if infert-d in fome former Paper ; bur, who 
does he sthink keeps Setts of thefe Papers? Or, 
what Critick of Gagmon Senfe pretended to rea‘on 
about a Pailage he did not cite? By his calling 
Atheneus a Grave Hiftoriau, I am led to conccive 
that cither he or I know nothing of tuis dthe- 
neus; There is indeed a Work extant under 
that Name, which Work is called, ia plain Eng- 
lib, The Sophift’s Feaft ; or, to put it into plainer 
Language ftill, the Zable-Talk of Wits. 1 might 
have given myfelf an Air, by putting in the Greek 
Title ; but I think I have done better; I have 
put it into Englid ; and I am ready to own that 
if the Author of this Work can be called a grave 
Hiftorian, 1 do not underftand either Greek or 
Englib. I know that there are a great many 
grave Hiftorians quoted in his Work ; and if this 
Gentleman will teli me that it is to be found in 
one of them, and where I may find it, I will tell 
him more of my Mind as to this Paflage; at 
prefent I muft tell him, that I am nor at all 
aftonifhed at his Learning. 

Secondly, This learned Gentleman tells ys. it 
has been advanced by feveral of his Predecefiors 
in the Critical Way, that Beelzebub among the 
Fews, was no other than the Veows among the 
Greeks. 1 defire he will name one Critick that 
ever faid this: I know very well that the Baal 
peor has been thought by many learned Men to 
be the fame with Prispus; and I know too that 
if this Writer had ever read what thofé learned 
Men fay on this Subject, he would have quoted 
it, as being more to his faithful Purpofe than any 
thing which his Reading bath furnifhed him 
with. He had, it feems, a mind to puzzle his 
Unletter’d Readers with fomething in the Cri- 
tical way: Let him fupport his Criticifms, if he 
can. Should he reply, All he intended was a 
Joke: Let me tell him, There is not a better 
Joke in the World, than to fee a Feffer play the 
Critick. 

Tuere is one Remark more due to this 
Paper, and I have done: He mentions the in- 
genious Author of the AZmoirs of Lord Bur- 
L516H in the Gazetteer, and does him an Ho- 
nour he never deferved, of owning an Obliya- 
tion tohim. The Defign of the learned Letter- 
Writer is to infinuate that his pretended Paflage 
from a Diary ought to have juft the fame Weight 
as thofe quored in the Gazetteer ; that is, a For- 
gery fupports Scandal with the fame Propriety 
that a Manufcript docs True Hiftory ; a Point I 
fhall never difpute with him. As tenderly as I 
have dealt with thisGentleman, I am terribly 
afraid he will be angry with me, and, if he does, 
he may chance to call me Names ; after which, 
according to the Rules ef Honour, I can never 
be upon Terms of Friendfhip with him.

retices, and having there feated themfelves in 
their Chairs of State, thofe of the Imperial 
Minifers being cover'd with Crimfon Damask, 
and thofe of the Ruffians with Purple Velvet, 
both the one and the other being adorned with 
Lace and Fringe of Silver, while the Turks fate 
after the Oriental Manner, upon magnificent 
Squabs ; the Count d’ORtein, the Emperor's Firft 
aera np read his Imperial Majefty’s Pro- 
polals with a loud Voice, which being in Latin 
were tranflated by his Excellency’s Interpreter. 
The Reis-Effendi made Anfwer in the Turkith 
Language, the Contents of which were explained 
to the Emperor’s Minifters by the Interpreter of 
the Porte. © Then M. de Schafhroff, one of the 
Ruffian Plenipotentiaries, made a very fine 
Speech, wherein he gave an Account of the 
Motives of the prefent War ; and fhewed the 
Neceffity of proceeding in earneft to the Con- 
clufion of a Peace, in Order to fave the Effufion 
of Human Blood: And thus ended the Firit 
Seffion. : 

At the Third Conference, the Imperial and 
Ruffian Minifters moderated their Pretenfions 
confiderably ; and 

At the Fourth, they made a Scruple to con- 
tinue their Negociations with the Porte, upon 
Advice that the Grand Vizier was depoled, and 
another put in his Place ; and that thereupon 
the Plenipotentiaries of the Ottoman Porte made 
Anfwer, That they held their Commiffions from the 
Grand Seignior : That they would forthwith di/- 
patch One of their Principal Officers to Conttanti- 
nople, to infirm his Highne/s of what had pajfed 
in the Four Conferences ; and that as foon as they 
received an Anfwer, they would communicate it to 
the Plenipotentiaries of the Emperor and the Cza- 
rind. 

At the Fifth Conference, it is faid that the 
Plenipotentiaries of the Emperor and Rutlta de- 
clared, That their Inftruétions were to demand 
that the Uti Poffides's fhould be eftablifh’d as the 
Bafis of the Negotiations of Peace ; the Mini- 


‘fers of the Porte loudly exclaimed againit a 


Condition which appeared to them fo hurd, and 
difadvantagious to the Grand Scignior ; and the 
Reis Effendi faid, It was better to break off the 
Conferences, than to treat upon fuch a Fooring : 
Upon which Baron Dahlman took occafion to 
reprefent, that this Condition would not perhaps 
b¢ rigoroufly infift:d upon, and that he thought 
the Courts of Vienna and Petersburg might re 

linquifh fomething in that Article, if the Porte 
on her Side would facilitate the Conclufion of 
the Preliminaries. Conriers have been diipatch’d 
again from Nimerow to Vienna and Petersburg, 
for fuller Infiraétions on that Head, as well as 
on the Sufpenfion of Arms propos’d by the 
Turkith Plenipotentiaries. 

There have been great Difputes among the 
Turkith Clergy, about granting the Permiflion 
defired by the Janifaries to drink Wine during 
the War with the Chriftians ; and the fame 
was at lengthdecided in their Favour, and a 
Licenfe for that end delivered by the Mufti, 
importing, That the Grand Seignior’s Troops might, 
without derogating from the Law of Mahomet, be 
allowed to drink Wine during the livar againft the 
Unbelievers, provided ihey made a mederate Ufe of 
fuch Licenfe, and drank Wine only to enable them 
better to fupport the Fatigues of the Campaign. 

They write from Caminieck, that they have 
Advice there, that the Turkifh Minifter who 
was at Frauftad, to compliment the King of Po- 
tand on his Acceffion to the Throne, was 
ftrangled at his Return to Choczim ; becaufe, 
fay they, he went upon that Embafly upon the 
bare Orders of the Grand Vizier, who is newly 
depofed, without any Authority for it from the 
Ottoman Porte. : 

Letters from Vienna fay, Prince Charles of 
Lorain continues ill at Presbourg ; that the 
Court had juit received two Exprefies from Huna- 
Bary, the Advices whereof were rot made pub- 

ick ; but they fay, the Genera! Baron: de Schmet- 
tau 1s dead of the Diftemper of that Country ; 
That the Turkith Garifon of Widdin has soade 
a vigorous Salley upon the Troops that form'd 
the Blockade, and that Count Seckendorf’s 


Army was but two Days March from the Fron- 
tier of Bofnia. 








The Létters front Vienna add, that the Em- 
p-ror has declared to the States of his Hereditary 
Duiiniens, that tho” he had demanded 25,000 
Recruits of them, and 8000 Horfes to remount 
his Cavalry, to enable him to continue the War 
againft the Turks next Year, yet it would be 
more convenient for him to receive that Supply 
in Money, to be employ’d in lifting Men in the 
Empi:e to reinforce his Army. Accordingly 
the States of Auftria have furnifhed the Imperial 
Cheft with a confiderable Sum to buy 10,000 
Horfes; and there's a Talk of laying a Poll Tax 
this Year throughout th: Hereditary Countries, 
if a Peace be not fpeedily concluded. 

They write from Tran/ylvania, that the Turks 
are for meft Part encamp'd in feveral Places be- 
tween the Niefter, the Pruth, and the Danube, 
in fuch Manner as to be able to unite either 
againft the Germans or Ruffians. And from 
Vienna, that the Prince of Saxe-Hilburghaufen 
is returned to Gradiica in Sclavonia, the Orders 
he had to advance towards Servia being rc~ 
voked. 

Letters from Drefden fay, they have certain 
Advice that Count d/unich, whofe Army con- 
tinues incamp’d about the River Bog, is pre- 
paring to fend his Troops into Quarters of Ke- 
trefhment ; and that the Imperial Troops wiil 
make no farther Attempt in Hungary during this 
Campaign, in hopes that a Peace will be con- 
cluded with the Turks this Winter. 

Letters from .Iadrid fay, that the King of 
Spain has impos’d on the “lergy of his Dominions 
an annual Tax of 150,000 Livres, to continue 
fo long as the War with the Moors on the 
Coaft of Africa fhall iaft. We are likewife 
confirmed by the fame Letters in the Report 
wiich we formerly mentioned in this Journal, 
of great Quantities of Siiver having been diico- 
vered in a Field near Sonora, with thefe farther 
Particulars, ‘That this rich Field is fituate be- 
tween two Hills, 200 Leagues Nerth-Weft of 
Mexico, in a Colony called Coredegrachi, and 
abounds with Silver mixed with Gold of a good 
Alloy: Amongft other Ingots and Wedges of 
this Metal, one has beea found that weighs 
180 lb. which wiil be fent into Spain as it was 
found. Ic is added, that this Faét, as extraor- 
dina y as it may appear, is attelted by all the 
Letters from Mexico. 

They write from //anover, that M. Munich- 
fhauicn, a Minifter ot Srate, M. Tappe, Director 
of the Confiftory, and M. Mentzer, the Coun- 
feHor of the Confiitory, an‘ Chizf Paftor of the 
Charch in the Cattle, tet out the gth Inttant for 
Gottingen, where ‘hey were to make their Pub- 
lick Entry that Evening, and next Day to affitt 
at the folemn Ceremony of the Inauguration of 
that Univerfity. The ‘Pwo firft were velted with 
the Character of Envoys from his Britannick 
Majefty, as Elector of Hanover, and the Third 
was to preach the Inauguration Sermon, at the 
Church of the faid Univerfiry. 

Letters from Hamburgh and Copenhagen fay, 
that the Mafters of the Ships returned home 
from Groenland, have reported to their Owners, 
‘That though according to the ancient Laws the 
Whale-Fifhery belongs, in certain Places, to 
the Crown of Denmark folely ; yet certain Dutch 
Ships have undertaken to difturb the faid Fifhery 
there, in fuch a Manner as if it belonged to 
them to prefcribe whatfoever Laws they pleafed 
about the Freedom of Commerce, in all the Seas 
they came to. And they add, that the King has 
rcfolved to refer this Atcempt to the mature Con- 
fideration of fome other Powers, whether it be 
not convenient to fix Limits to the faid Com- 
merce. 

They write from Leghorn, That the Duke 
of Lorain has fent Word to the General de 
Wachtendonk, that he will be at Florence in 
November next: And that the Corjican Male- 
contents give the Genoefe a great deal of 
Vexation ; and that there’s Advice by an Enp- 
Nth Ship from Ze#xis, that che old Bey has made 
himfelf Mafter of the whole Country, and that 
his eldeft Son, with a numerous Army of the 
Mounraineers, has block’d up the new Bey in 
the City of Tunis.
